When they depend- 
ed on the chase for living, they were 
vigcrous and self reliant, and if not in- 
creasing in numbers, were not decreasing 
as fast as now, Fed by the Government 
which is only pay for lands surrendered, 
they become indolent and improvident, 
Their women, especially on the reserves 
near the centres of white population, 
give themseives up to vice and contract 
disease which soon spreads through the 
camp and permeates through the whole 
tribe, Thus, surely, and not slowly, the 
noble Ked Man of whom poets have 
sung, philosophers have written and 
missionaries have labored for, are disap- 
pearing by the path of degredation, 
down to death.

We clip the following from the Kiwe 
Preas:— 

“Im au article under the above beading 
the Calgury Human entere « protect 
against the practice of the Northwest 
Mounted Police of destroying contrabaed 
whiskey. It eays that if rumor be teue 
82.000 or 63,000 werth of the artic'e hae 
been seized and spilled upon the ground 
very recently near Calgary. It holds that 
thie is wrong; that the liquor should he 
preserved and sold ‘‘in places net far dia- 
tant where liquor is mot contraband”, aad 
the proceeds of such tale applied to some 
charitable purpoee. 

This is taking an eminently practical 
view of the question, if mot a orthodes 
cne, as measured by temperance lines, 
But as large quantities of liquor are taken 
anio the Northwest under permite sseu~ 
ed by the authorities, and only the smug: 
gled article ie seized and destruyed, it 
would seem that the suggestion ef the 
Hrazr is entitled to consideration. If 
the contraband whiskey be held hy the 
police and sold to tae highest bidder it 
would not increuse the umount consumed 
by the people ef that Territory, but it 
would lessen the amount manufactured fer 
it. To just the extent the cause of teme 
perunce would be advanced, while the 
money realized frem the sale of the evized 
liquor would in time create a iund to be 
used iu erecting bospitals or Indias train- 
ing schools, as pointed out by the Calgary 
journal. 

Tbe matter is one which does not mate- 
rially concern the peopic thie side of the 
boundary line, but as much, if not about 
all, the contraband articleis manufactured 
in this country it would afford the detect- 
ed smuggler somo consolation to know that 
his goods will not be wasted upon upap- 
preciative ground, but will ia the esd 
minister to the wants of seme fevered pate 
ient or cripple, er aid an ambitious Indian 
in his efforts to acquire knowledge. The 
smuyeler may find some compensatien tor 
the loss in that thought.
